Project Description — Reconstruct elements of the existing Julian M. Carroll Purchase Parkway
between Mayfield and the Interstate 24 Interchange (approximate MP 2522 to MP 52) to
upgrade geometrics to Interstate Standards. (I-69 Corridor Improvement)

. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this project is to make the necessary improvements to the Julian M. Carroll
Purchase Parkway between Mayfield, KY and Interstate 24 in order to be accepted into the
interstate system as a portion of Interstate 69. The project is necessary to upgrade current
geometric elements to Interstate standards as explained in the 1-69 Strategic Planning Corridor
Study between Fulton and Eddyville, Kentucky. The final report was issued in December 2011.

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT

The Consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their response to
announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the Response to
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.
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V. SCOPE OF WORK

The selected consultant will be required to provide Preliminary Engineering services and Final
Design for roadway and structure design for the reconstruction of various geometric elements
along the Julian M. Carroll Purchase Parkway using the recommendations of the 1-69 Strategic
Planning Corridor Study and the FHWA/KYTC agreement to be established. The project study
limits are from MP 2522 to MP 52 approximately on the Julian M. Carroll Purchase Parkway.
